iS'o doubt you have been won- 


dering whether we had a safe trip or not, 
haven't you ? lieally the ruu was so en- 
joyable I hardly know how to explain it 
to you. Ac the start He hadn't such very 
good luck for we couldn't go out of the 
harbor the day appointed on account of 
rough weather, and when we did get out 
tbe Massachusetts ran aground and it took 
a whole day and night oE hard work to 
float her. That wasn't all either. 
After 


we were out about a day we ran into a 
storm and for a few claya wo were la mis- 
ery, though 1 didn't get a bit sick. 


Oar course was nloiig the southern coast 


of Cuba, then through the Windward Pas- 
sage, along the northern couat of ljoito 
Ixico to this place, which we reached this 
moi'uing about daybreak. 
Wo ran very 


clorfo to shore along the coa&t of Cuba and 
al, Santiago we got a splendid view of the 
wrecked Span sh ships, jMorro C.istle and 
aoins uE ibe other places of war lame. 
The 


Cuban coast east and \\est of Santiago is 
beautiful, 
its big, peaceable looking hills 


towenng up into the clouds look as though 
thty supported the heavens. 
Old Murro, 


tutting high on tiie bluff at theeutrance of 
tile iiai bor seems to be standing guard over 
the silent waters. The wrecks of the Vis- 
uciyaand Oquendo can be plainly peen, but 
the Colon IH almost submerged, 
3 would 


have gi\en lots if we could jnat have .speni 
a week there. 
Further down tbe coabt we 


came to the place where Shatter landed his 
army ; then a low miles further (Juanta- 
uauio, where the marines fought. 
We 


then went through the Windward Pas- 
sage and along Uie northern coast of tla>ti, 
but v.e couldu'tttee much, aa we were too 
far out at n;a. 
When we came to Porto 


Kico we ran close to fihuieancl at^an Juan 
\\ent real clo^o where \ve lay an hour 01 
ao waiting lot mail. 


The Murro here is bigger and the sur- 


roundings much prettier than at Santiago. 
The city sets back on a pretty hill sur- 
rounded by other larger bills and with its 
wall around it reminds you of cities yoti 
have re ud of in Bible history.

tlie coa=t there are lots of nidi plantations. 
The next land we came in bight of was fct, 
Thomas, but we didn't get any closer than 
about 10 miles, 
\Ve ran in here early this 


looming and I guess here we will stay for 
sometime. I haveu't been ashore yet, but 
from what 1 can see from here L judge it 


a fertile island. There ia a small town 


in Bight and scattered over the hills are lots 
of hnts. 


I saw a New York paper this morning 


dated -March 19 and it says the- .Powers are 
not getting along very well in China. 1 
don't know, but I guess it isn't quite as 
warm at homo a« it is here,

There are few districts in any of our fctates 
that cannot afford these collections, and 
there ia DO good reason why tne country 
teacher should not use the out-of-door ob- 
ject-lessons that are so abundant, so invit- 
ing, and altogether so appropriate for tlue 
beat development of the young farmer. 


Heat and moisture are good servants of 


the cultivator when controlled, but severe 
masters where, through ignorance, thej' 
are permitted to have their own way. 
Their potent influence on production is 
generally overlooked in the education of 
the farmer. The subject is certainly ne- 
glected entirely in most of our country 
schools, important though it may be to 
the future welfare of the child. 


Advanced research to discover the effects 


of heat and moisture on production is le- 
ceiving some attention at our agricultural 
colleges, and valuable results are available 
to the students who reach the colleges ; 
but these are comparatively few in num- 
ber. 
Tbe state college endowed by Con- 


gress offers to the farmer a kind of inter- 
mediate stage of education, but be is given 
no practical beginning in the common 
school, and there is no university in which, 
after graduating from college, he might 
carry on specialization. 


CAKING FOR THE GROUNDS. 


Many of us have distinct recollections 


of disagreeable schoolhouses aud grounds. 
We ought to arrange matteis so that dif- 
ferent impressions \\ill be made on the 
little people who cow venture from home 
and go to school. We should associate as 
many attractive things around the school- 
house as can be brought together, jusc as 
we make the parlor the most beautiful 
room at home in order that our friends 
may be pleased while they visit us. 


Flowers and plants are most pleasing 


additions to the house as well as to tho 
lawn. 
Students should be taught the 


daily care necessary to bave healthy and 
beautiful flowering plants, tbe uses of the 
spray, and the remedies lor infesting or 
destructive insects. 


The children of a schoolroom will wo tola 


with interest the unfolding of new leaves, 


the first appearance of n bud, and finally 
the bursting petals of a beautiful blossom, 
Without much extra labor the paths thai 
should be artistically laid out on eacl 
schoolhouFC lawn can bo edged with neat, 
blooming border plants.

As a plant grows older

lodules like old egg-shells from which the 
lirds have been hatched. 


The microscope could be brought into 
se in the study of tho eoil, and inicro- 
copic plants could be sttidied, special at- 
ention being paid to those that change 
eitili/cr into plant-food. 


STUDYING THE INSECTS. 


Entomological studies might very well 


je carried on around tho country ecbool- 
bonse. The wild bee goes from flower to- 
,owor of the clover plant seeking pollen 
vith which to build her cells or honey to 
store in them. She performs a very use- 
ul labor for the farmer by carrying pollen 
ram flower to 
flower. 
The people 


round Charleston who raise early cucum- 
jers in greenhouses for the early markets 
find it necessary to use the brush in dis- 
tributing pollen, but they take care to 
have a swarm of bees to do the work aa 
soon as the weather is warm enough. 


Tens of thousand" of Smyrna fig-trees 


that should produce the most valuable tig 
of commerce, brought, from tlie Tmlcish 
Kmpire and planted on the Pacific co.t-t, 
have never ripened fruit except when ar- 
tificial pollination was practised.

rye as farm crops," was discussed by 
Messrs. Aaron Sheely, Cyrus Griest, U. E.

W. H. WintroJe and P. L, Houck. 
Most 


of the speakers were of the opinion that 
if the grain were fed to stock aud the 
straw made into manure, rye would prove 
as profitable as wheat and the chances for 
a set of grass would be just as good. 
• Mr. W. M. Bigaaoi spokeon "Poultry." 
He thought there was profit in keeping 
chickens for egg production if the proper 
care was taken of them. 
He has four 


or five hundred on his farm and sells the 
epgs direct to consumers in the city 
Ifa keeps the single-combed brown and 
white Leghorns. 


Jlr. Win. Heyser spoke on "Musk 


Melons or Cantaloupes." 
He said they 


could be raised profitably if planted in 
suitable ground. 
He drills seed fifteen 


inches apart in rows six feet apart; ap- 
plies barn yard manure and six or eight 
hundred pounds of commercial fertilizer 
per acre. Melons require a great deal of 
time and attention. An ordinary crop 
will give one hundred dollars per acre 
clear. 


Messrs. D. P. Forney, Wm. Heyser aud 


P. L. Houck discussed the "Culture ol 
Indian Corn." They spoke favorably of 
the flint variety for late planting or when 
one wants a crop to mature in ninety or a 
hundred days. 


On the subject, "Are Holsteins More 


Profitable than Jeraeya," Messrs. D. P. 
Forney and U. U. Bream upheld the llol- 
stein breed as being better adapted to tbe 
uses of the genera! farmer. 


Mr. Aaron Sheely read a well prepared 


paper on "The Future of Farming. ' 
Messrs. D. P. Forney aud P. L Houck 
made a few remarks on the paper, heartily 
endorsing the writer's views. 


Association adjourned to meet at the

DURING THE WEEK—NEW LAWS. 


Friends of the Road bill, which paraed 


the Home Wednesday, as amended by Mr. 
Creasy, to tax corporations oue mill for 
Ihe maintenance of roads, are worried by 
tbe Senate's reference of the measure to 
the Committee on Judiciary Local. This 
ie regarded aa its death warrant. 


A bill to encourage the planting of trees 


along roadsides passed third reading on 
Wednesday in the House. It aut orizes 
roai supervisors to abate $1 oi road tax lor 
every two trees set out and designates the 
distance at which the tre6s shall be planted 
The bill also provides a penalty for killing 
or injuring these trees, the fines to be pnk 
to the road supervisors for the improve- 
ment of thoroughfares. 


All the ballot bills are on the postponed 


calendar in the House, and will be taken 
up for third reading to-morrow. 
Efforts 


are being made to effect a compromise ou 
a measure that will meet with the appro- 
bation of a majority of the Republicans 
and Democrats. The outcome of the agi- 
tation may be a return to the old system 
with the Booths to retain secrecy. There 
is a disposition on the part of the Senators 
and members to pass such a law, arid it is 
probable that the Squier or Smytbe bills, 
both of which practically restore the old 
system, will be amended and passed. 


The Senate legislative committee expects 


to whip the Emery Apportionment bill in 
shape to report and read the first time this 
week. The Judicial Apportionment bill 
has passed the House and will be takeu up 
this week by the Senate. The Senate Con- 
gressional Apportionment bill is still slum- 
bering on the Honse calendar. The Senate 
and House Committee have not yet acted 
upon the Henry Senatorial Apportionment 
bill. After the ballot reform question has 
been disposed of it is expected the several 
apportionment bills will be taken up aod 
finally acted upon. 


It is thought the Senate will take up the 


3Tox Capitol bill fo>- final passage during 
the week. Other bills on tho Senate post- 
poned calendar for final passage appro- 
priate $1,000.000 foi public roada ; estab- 
lish a State liacing Committee, the Gufley 
Ballot Keform bill, provide for the erection 
or purchase.of armories for the Xationa 
Guard aud rtquire foreign buildiug arid 
loaa associations to pay an annual Jicei 
fee. 


The following were among the bills in- 


troduced : 


Declaring the entering upon any inclosed 


field or woodlaud for the purpose of hunt- 
ing and Hshitjg to be a tieauasa. 


Making it unlawful for iiret cousins to 


be joined in marriage, and declaring void 
all marriages hereafter contracted in viola 
tion of this act. 


Providing a penalty of 5 per cent, on al 


persons in townships who fail to pay their 
taxes within a given time. 


To prevent the shooting of deer with an.y 


weapon containing more than oue bullet, 
shot or missile for each shot fired. 


Among the bills which passed finally 


wete these: 


Providing for the commutation of sen- 


tences for good behavior of convicts in 
prisons, penitentiaries and county jails and 
for regulations governing the eame. 


Authorizing boroughs to piovide a Pup- 


ply of water for the use of tbe public either 
by the erection and operation of water 
nor.ks or by contiacts wilh persons or cor- 
porations authorised to supply water with- 
in the limits of said boroughs, or by both 
methods. 


House bill amending an act providing 


for the taxation of dogs and tl e protection 
of sheep so that money collected in excess 
of $200 each year shall go to the schools 
in the district wheie the money is col- 
lected. 


Honse bill providing for the contraliza- 


;iou of township schools and to provide 
3igh schools for townships. 


House bill amending an act prohibiting 


:he adnlteiation of milk so a» to extend its 
provisions to corporations, firms, etc., as 
well as individuals. 


The Senate adjourned until Tuesday 


night at H o'clock.

LIVE BIRD SHOOTS CONDEMNED. 


Xew York has been so deeply stirred 


by the recent slaughter of pigeons on 
Long Is'and by sportsmen thdt n bill has 
been intioduced in the Li-gislature of that 
State to prevent a repetition of the 
butnliery. Tue bill, which was framed 
through the efforts of the American Ilu 
mane Society, was presented in both 
bianchea of the Legislature Thursday.
